Alberta Government will once 
again assist seed grain exhibitors at 
the Toronto Royal Fair and Chicago 
International this fall. For the Royal 
Fair, entry fee and shipping costs to 
Toronto will be paid on boys’ and 
girls’ club exhibits.

Recreation A Vital Necessity 


Ever since some authority discovered. and told the world that every 
man should have a hobby, the dictum has been reiterated at intervals by 
later authorities with varying degrees of emphasis and sometimes by those 
who are interested in promoting some form of amusement or recreation. 

Whether uttered, however, with or without an ulterior motive the asser- 
tion is one which has a sound foundation in psychology and human experience. 
Tt is first cousin and as well founded as that more popularly known saying: 
“All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy.” 

While a hobby or recreation is a valuabe adjunct to work for man at 
all periods of his march from the cradle to the grave, in at least two stages 
of his progress, in youth and in old age, it is an absolute essential if he is

to achieve the goal of life—happiness. tied andinalcne minaret aol

making over again of the individual as he seeks relaxation from the “trivial 

round and common task” means what it indicates. No Book So Widely Read As The 
Unless a man is content to be a dull clod, he must refresh and re-create Bible 


himself by seeking relaxation in.some pursuit which, for the time, will lift 
him above the cares and worries incidental to earning his daily bread and 
providing for the needs of those dependent upon him. He needs some inter- 
est, which will infuse rest into acheing limbs or brush away the cobwebs 
from the brain. 

In youth th's diverse interest may take the form of athletics, mechani- 
cal activity and with a minority, some more sedentary type of relaxation, 
but no matter what form it may take, it is essential to the development of 
a sound, robust citizenship, that youth should be allowed time for recreation. 

The lad or young man without a hobby is apt to become morbid and 
unhealthily introspective. Youth is normally a period of superabundant 
energy and this overflowing vivacity should be allowed to express itself in 
forms of healthy recreation, and if it can be Used as a step ladder to a life 
vocation, it is that much more to the good. 


Many a youth has “found” himself in the pursuit of a hobby. History 
is full of stories of boys and young men who have made good in later life 
because they have been allowed to follow their bent and of many more who 
have done so despite overwhelming obstacles and discouragements. By all 
means encourage the young man to take up some interest, apart from his 
daily work and chores. 

And if a hobby is essential to youth it is vital to old age. There is no 
more pitiful sight than the old man whose physical powers have waned and 
who has no interest in life or in living. “Such a man is a burden to himself 
and an incubus to his associates. He is misery personified and makes miser- 
able those with whom he comes in daily contact. 

But the old man who has built up an interest secondary to the life work 
which he pursued in his prime is spared these pains and penalties of ad- 
vancing years. As he becomes physically enfeebled he is able to turn his 
hand and his mind to a pursuit which daily grows in fascination, because 
it can be taken for granted, that the hobby which he has developed is some- 
thing which he likes and in*which, therefore, he can excel. Such-a pursuit 
will go far towards prolonging life itself and will certainly give zest to the 
declining years. Gloom will give way to sunshine and contentment will dis- 
place moroseness. 

But it is too late for the aged to develop a hobby after they have 
reached the sere and yellow. The old adage, “You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks” is applicable to humanity. There may be exceptions but that 
is the rule. That is one of the reasons why, even during the crowded years 
of prime and middle life, a recreation is not only advisable but essential. It 
is an insurance policy for a contented and interesting old age. 

Moreover the man who diversifies his interests beyond his life’s voca- 
tion, even during the period when life is at the full, is more likely to have 
an old age in which to further develop his hobby. It need not necessarily 
be something apart from his daily work. It may well be something related 
to it, in which event its pursuit will yield additional interest and perhaps 
more tangible dividends in the task of making a living. 


Building Up hie Force 


The Bible of the present generation 
is the outcome of centuries of re- 
search and patient effort. It contains 
66 books in one, covering history, 
psalms, prophecy, romance, law, 
liturgy, biography, and letters de- 
livered as correspondence. Men like 
King George read a part of it every 
day for guidance and encouragement 
in their tasks; Sun Yat Sen, Chinese 
follower. of Confucius, Mahatma 
Gandhi the Hindu, and Kawaga of 
Japan, pored over it and were moved 
to their destinies by its teaching. It 
is read in palaces and in mud huts. 
Each year the Bible societies of the 
world send out 25,000,000 copies in 
hundreds of languages. In spite of 
supposed religious indifference it is 
the most read book in the world.— 
St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Motor Car Development 


Canada's highways and motor cars 
present a striking illustration of 
changes brought about by progress 
and invention. 

In the early days of settlement, 
roads were auxiliary to water routes 
as avenues of transportation. They 
were used during the summer season 
when portages were necessary to 
avoid obstacles to river and lake 
travel, and during the winters when 
ice prevented navigation. The growth 
of population and the demand for 
means of communication between set- 
tlement points soon made necessary 
the introduction of overland routes, 
and road construction in Caanda got 
under way in the pioneer stages of 
the development of the country. Ex- 
clusive of the streets in cities, towns 
and incorporated villages, the total 
mileage of surfaced roads in Canada 
at the end of 1934 was 93,642, over 
half of which was in Ontario. The 
mileage of unimproved and improved 
earth roads was 315,627 miles, mak- 
ing a total of 409,269 miles of rural 
roads in Canada. 

The automobile has played a most 
important part in Canada's road his- 
tory, especially during the last twenty 


years in which the motor car ar the writer proposed a concrete fire-

The motor car made its advent 
in Ontario in 1904, when 535 vehicles

After trying many ways of temper- 
ing drinking water for cattle and 
horses, the superintendent Lof the 
Beaverlodge Sub-station has decided 
that, for any situation where the fire 
hazard does not forbid it, the best 
system is a wood-burning fireplace 
under @ galvanized-iron tank. The 
fireplace may be made of cement- 
concrete walls long enough and wide 
enough to support the metal tank in 
which the water is to be warmed. It 
is convenient to have the fireplace 
about twenty inches deep and to have 
a hinged iron door at the south or 
west end of it, with a four-foot brick 
chimney at the opposite end. Do not 
stick a stove-pipe length in this 


will invalidate the fire insurance on 
any building situated within 60 feet 
unless the fact is reported to the in- 
surance company and a much higher 
premium paid. Many companies de- 
cline to accept insurance where a 
metal chimney flue is used. The in- 
surance agent raised no demur when 


place with a brick chimney but 
warned against increasing the height 
.by using a single length of stove 
pipe. 

Flush with the top face of the 
wall, a few cross bars of iron may 
be embedded to support the bottom 
of the tank. It is also well to have 
a sheet or two of old iron underneath 
the metal tank to protect its bot- 
tom, and especially its seams, from 
the direct blaze of the fire beneath. 

Draft may be improved and heat 
economized by banking with earth, 
except at the fireplace door, ‘and 
along the side from which thé -ani- 
mals are to drink, Some protection 
may be provided even there. 

Old fence posts, old poles or lum- 
ber, knotty wood or willow roots 
grubbed from the breaking make 
cheap fuel for sucha fireplace and 
usually one or two fires a day will 
suffice.

Large Areas In West Are Found 
Favorable To Prospecting 

Large areas of territory favorable 
to prospecting have been brought to 
light as &-result of this season’s geo- 
logical survey work which sent: 188 
parties to the field in 65 projects 
financed by $1,000,000 provided un- 
der the supplementary public works 
act. 

The surveys found territory suit- 
able to prospecting for gold and at 
least one promising silver area. Those 
geologists who have already returned 
from the field are busy preparing 
their reports which will be made 
available to prospectors next year. 

Surveys in one area of the north- 
west territories revealed about 2,900 
square miles of good prospecting 
ground for precious metal deposits 
and one occurrence showing free gold 
was staked by prospectors in the 
wake of one of the government 
parties. 

One of the Manitoba projects re- 
ported it had mapped 200 square’ 
miles of favorable gold prospecting 
ground. Some prospecting areas were 
found in Northern Saskatchewan, 
wh'le a British Columbia party found 
tests should be made of tertiary 
gold-bearing gravels overlooked in 
the early placermining days when 
the district yielded rich rewards. 

In an area west of Lake Superior 
copper-nickel mineralization of the 
Sudbury type was found. Sporadic 
outcroppings, not yet proved of 
economic significance, occur over a 
distance of 14 miles. Three hundred

Energy Of Sea Will Propel New 
German Liner 

Resembling a ferocious monster of 
the deep, an ocean liner is being de- 
signed in Germany to make use of 
the sea’s unlimited energy as a pro- 
pelling medium, 

The ship will have an opening in 
its bow that will give it the appear- 
ance of a giant whale swimming over 
the water with its jaws ready to 
devour anything in its path. This 
opening will gather up the ocean 
waves and pass them through the 
ship. The water will be ejected by 
means of spouts along the sides of 
the liner. The water, forced out un- 
der pressure, is expected to drive the 
ship forward at great speed. As a 
result the expense of operating a 
liner is expected to be reduced, says 
“Modern Mechanix.” 

Within the mouth of the ship will 
be an observation platform and a row 
of windows, through which pas- 
sengers may watch the waves surg- 
ing into the hold. The unusual liner 
will be streamlined to increase its 
speed. 

R. J. May, an engineer of Pirna, 
Germany, conceived the idea for the 
novel ship. He plans to install a 
large suction pump at the rear of the 
liner’s mouth. This will draw up the 
water and force it under great pres- 
sure through pipes to the spouts 
along the sides. The electric motor 
driving the fan will be powered by 
a Diesel engine, 

May plans to build a model which 
will be tested on the Elbe river near 
Dresden, capital of Saxony. If tests 
prove successful, the engineer will 
seek to interest steamship companies 
in his project. 

Unlike the ordinary liner which 
has propellers at the stern only, 
May’s ship will have nine points of 
propulsion. These are the _ nine 
spouts located at the sides and stern.

BELSHAZZAR’S FEAST 


Golden text: Wine is a. mocker, 
strong drink a brawler: And whoso- 
ever erreth thereby is not wise. Pro- 
verbs 20:1. 

Lesson: Dan‘el 5:1-31. 

Devotional reading: Psalm 1, 
Explanations And Comments 
The Fate of Nebuchadnezzar, verses: 
17-21. Belshazzar the king had 
promised Daniel a purple robe, a 
chain of gold, and the position of 
third ruler in the kingdom, if he 
would interpret the handwriting that. 
appeared on the wall. “Let thy gifts. 
be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another,’’ returned Daniel, and then. 
assured the king that he would ine 
terpret the writing. But first he re- 
minded Belshazzar of Nebuchadnez- 

zar’s fate. 

Nebuchadnezzar became like the: 
beasts and dwelt among them; he 
ate grass like oxen, and lived out un- 
der the open sky: this was his life 
until he recognized the supreme sov- 
ereignty of the Most High God. “His. 
illness is well known to science as 
that form of hypochondriasis [mad- 
ness] in which a@ man takes himself 
for a wolf, or a dog, or some other 
animal. Probably the fifth century 
monks, who were known as the 
‘Boskoi’ from feeding on grass, may 
have been, in many cases, half 
maniacs who in time took themselves. 
for oxen.” (F. W. Farrar). 

Belshazzar’s Warning, verses 22-24. 
“Though ‘thou knewest how great. 
Nebuchadnezzar was humbled, thou 
hast not humbled thy heart,’’ Daniel 
then solemnly said. 

Daniel charged the king with hav- 
ing drunk wine, he and his court, out. 
of the sacred vessels purloined from 
the temple of Jerusalém. And he 
charged him also with having praised 
senseless images called gods, and 
having neglected the true God who 
holds in his own power their breath 
of life and all their destiny, Moffatt’s 
translation. “Then,” Daniel conclud- 
ed, “the part of the hand was serit be- 
fore’’—the fingers of a man’s hand, 
verse 5—and this writing was in- 
scribed. 

The Writing and Its Interpretation, 
verses 25-28. And this is the writing 
that was inscribed: Mene, mene, 
tekel, upharsin, that is, Numbered, 
numbered, weighed and divisions, as 
the words are translated literally in 
the margin of the Bible. The words 
are Aramaic, and in the Hebrew 
Bible the whole story is told in Ara- 
maic, not Hebrew. ‘The feast clearly 
took place in the palace; and it is 
evident that when the king saw the 
vision he was under the influence of 
wine. 

The interpretation follows in Dan- 
iel’s words, verses 26-28. That night 
Belshazzar was slain, and Darius the 
Mede received the kingdom.

CONFERENCE IN 
NOVEMBER IS 
CALLED BY KING 


Ottawa.—It was learned here that 
Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, in acknowl- 
edging congratulations received from 
Liberal provincial premiers, had ex- 
pressed the hope they would seek so 
to arrange their engagements as to 
make possible their presence at a 
Dominion-provincial conference in 
Ottawa on a date to be arranged in 
November. 

He also sent a telegram to Pre- 
mier Aberhart of Alberta advising 
h'm of the communication he had 
sent to the other premiers and ask- 
ing if Mr. Aberhart also could so 
arrange his engagements as to enable 
him to be present at the conference. 
(All the other provinces have Liberal 
premiers). 

As soon as the new Liberal gov- 
ernment assumed office, Mr, King 
said, it was his intention to discuss 
immediately with his colleagues the 
holding of a Dominion-provincial con- 
ference. The premiers would be ad- 
vised of the decision. 

Although Mr. King gave no indi- 
cation as to the subjects proposed to 
be discussed by the conference, the 
impression here is that legislative en- 
actments of last session will be 
studied in relation to their constitu- 
tional validity. Suggestions to amend 
the British North America Act may 
also be under review.

Celebration In November By Branches 
Throughout Dominion 


Ottawa.—Arrangements are well 
advanced among branches through- 
out Canada for the celebration next 
month of the decennial anniversary 
of the founding of the Canadian 
Legion, J. R. Bowler, general secre- 
tary, announced. 

In connection with the birthday 
celebrations General Alex Ross, Do- 
minion president of the legion, will 
undertake a tour of the country. He 
will be present at the Alberta pro- 
vincial' convention at Medicine Hat 
this month and will be in Winnipeg 
for the Armistice Day. ceremonies, 
Nov. 11. Following that the general 
will tour Ontario, winding up in Ot- 
tawa on Nov. 25, when a public func- 
tion celebrating the anniversary will 
be held.

Premier Aberhart Gives Out State- 
ment Regarding Health Insurance 
Edmonton.—State health insurance

“One reason for not taking action 
now is. that Social Credit means 
health benefits for the people,” the 
premier said. 

One objection was that under state 
health insurance there ‘would be 
direct levies on people living in a unit 
organized under the plan, 

As a result it is felt, he said, that 
the matter should stand over until 
Soc'al Credit is brought into opera- 
tion, when there would be automatic 
health benefits for the people.

Explore Polar Sea 


Wilkins And Elisworth Expedition 
Leave For Antarctic 

Montevideo, Uruguay.—The Nor- 
wegian whaling ship’ Wyatt Earp 
buzzed with activity as Lincoln Ells- 
worth and Sir Hubert Wilkins com- 
pleted preparations to sail at once 
for their Antarctic expedition. 

Accompanied by two Canadian 
aviators — Herbert Hollicke-Kenyon, 
of Winnipeg, and J. H. Lymburner,.of 
Montreal—Elisworth hopes to span 
Antarctica by air before Jan. 1 in 
the low-winged monoplane “Polar 
Star’’ which has undergone intensive 
tests here. It will be Ellsworth’s 
third attempt to conquer the icy con- 
tinent by air. 

The objective of the flight across 
2,800 miles of ice-bound mountain 
crags and snowy wastes will be to 
determine if possible whether Ant- 
arctica is one immense continent or 
two, divided by a channel from the 


Weddell sea to the Ross sea.

Envisaged For Manitoba By Minister 
Of Health 
Winnipeg.—State medicine through- 
out Manitoba, if an experiment about 
to be made in a small area proves 
successful, was envisaged here by 
Hon. I. B. Griffiths; provincial min- 

ister of health and public welfare. 
Preparations now were being made 
by the government to establish a 
unit area in which a form of state 
medicine will be tried out, he said. 
The ultimate scheme would involve 
free medical, hospital and drug ser- 
vice to individuals, the cost to be 
borne “probably. by provincial and 
municipal governments out of taxes.”’ 
In the unit area contemplated, said 
Mr. Griffiths, there would be no 
change in the present system except 
that doctors, druggists and hospitals 
would not send bills to patients. Pay- 
ment would be taken care of from a 
common fund provided by the muni- 
cipal and provincial governments.

Balloons Sail Into Stratosphere To 
Collect Valuable Information 

Calgary.—Every night at 6 during 
last week a balloon was released at 
Calgary airport to sail into the 
stratosphere and collect valuable in- 
formation concerning air currents 
and temperature. 

The experiment, carried out by C. 
H. Bromley of the Calgary meteoro- 
logical bureau, are in conjunction 
with Domin'on-wide work urider the 
supervision of John Patterson, chief 
of the Dominion meteorological 
bureau at Toronto. 

Three balloons were released in 
Calgary last March when the experi- 
ments began and another trio were 
sent out on fact-finding missions in 
June. Four were found, one going as 
far east as the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
boundary. 

When the balloon bursts in the 
stratosphere, the double kite carries 
the instruments safely to the ground. 
The aluminum case is fixed between 
the kites and never touches the 
ground. Directions are attached to 
the kites asking that they be for- 
warded to the meoteorological office 
at Toronto where a reward will be 
paid for their return.

Geneva. — Geneva has put more 
weight behind the League of Nations 
sanctions against Italy. Its “general 
staff” of 52 nations adopted a reso-. 
lutioh urging member states quickly 
to fulfill their “duty to take the nec- 
essary steps to enable them to catry 
out” their sanctions obligations, 

Earlier, the heaviest artillery for 
economic sanctions—a “buy nothing 
from Italy” plan—was moved into 
committee discussion by Anthony 
Eden, British minister for league 
affairs. Eden.observed with satisfac- 
tion that no open opposition was ex- 
pressed to his proposal to prohibit 
importation of “all goods manufac- 
tured in Italy,” although the eco- 
nomic sanctions committee has not as 
yet definitely adopted it. 

Once economi¢ sanctions—a key 
products embargo and the “buy noth- 
ing from Italy” boycott—have been 
finally approved, the first phase of 
the league’s sanctions drive will be 
ended. 

From then on League of Nations 
sanctions activities likely will be con- 
fined to watching over the enforce- 
ment of measures adopted. 

Paris.—After the League of Na- 
tions has acted upon Great Britain’s 
proposal that a “buy nothing from 
Italy’ campaign be adopted as a 
sanction, France and Britain, officials 
disclosed, plan to ask the United 
States whether it would support a 
world-wide embargo against Italian 
exports if the league should adopt 
such a sanction. | 

The two powers will seek to learn 
if the United States would restrict 
its Italian imports to aid the league. 

Attitudes of other non-league 
member powers, including Germany, 
Japan and Brazil, will be sought like- 
wise, it was understood.

of a few. It is needless of course to add that 
directors are retained only so long as they en- 
joy the confidence of the shareholders whom 


they represent. Be, 
ere is no point upon which it has be- 


come more fashionable to criticize the banks 
than upon their alleged unwillingness to make 
loans. While it is inevitable that bankers, be- 
ing mere mortals, are subject to error the same 
as all other humans, it is seldom indeed that 
a worthy and deserving borrower fails to ob- 
tain consideration. Unfortunately sometimes 
tYere is a borrower whose ideas as to his mer- 
its for a loan differ from the ideas of his bank- 
er, but this is not nearly so often as you may 
be led to imagine. It is not without record too 
that occasionally a one-time disappointed 
would-be borrower. has later returned to his 
banker and thanked him for not having made 
the loan and so saved him from an unfortun- 
ate investment or business venture that would 
have turned out poorly. Not infrequently. it 
happens that the person who most loudly de- 
cries the banks for their unwillingness to lend 
ss undeserving in proportion to the volume of 
his outcry, or, as is so aptly described in the 
words of the Immortal Bard: “Doth protest too 
much, methinks !” 

“At times we have heard it stoutly pro- 
claimed that the banks have been most re- 
strictive in their loans to the farming com- 
munity of Canada, Based upon my personal 
experience, I should be inclined to think that 
that if one were to make a canvass of all farm- 
er borrowers he might be told by them that, 
in the main, their complaint is not that they 
have received too little credit but that in the 
past the banks have been over-generous in 
facilitating it.”
